Our  coverage  starts  the  week  before  the  first  session  with  special  hour  reports  at  10  AM  and  7  PM  July  3 
through  9  inclusive. 

During  the  Convention  itself  we  will  be  broadcasting  live  from  Miami  Beach  at  10  AM  and  again  at  6  PM. 
We  will  have  a  wrap-up  of  the  day's  events  at  10:30  PM.  Because  of  our  live  coverage,  The  KPFA  News 
will  be  heard  at  8  PM.  Everything  in  this  paragraph  applies  to  the  days  of  the  Convention,  Monday  July  10 
through  Thursday  July  13. 

FIESTA  CAMPESINA:  Live  and  in  stereo  from  Spartan  Stadium  at  San  Jose  State  College,  a  benefit  for  the 
United  Farm  Workers,  featuring  Malo,  Luis  Gasca,  Teatro  los  Topos.  A  7-hour  extravaganza  (7/2,  1  PM). 

THE  FABULOUS  FOURTH:  Our  Independence  Day  whatever.  Amongst  the  ashes,  these  glowing  coals: 
special  live  (on  tape)  music  from  Live  Music  Day  (1 1  AM);  WBAI  and  Free  Speech  (1  PM);  The  Hockey 
Game  (2  PM);  Patriotism  (8  PM);  Old  Glory,  or  the  true  story  about  the  Star  Spangled  Banner  (9  PM). 

JESUS  IS  COMING:  1500  Jesus  People  from  places  like  Los  Angeles,  Seattle,  and  Sacramento  come  to 
Berkeley  to  spread  the  word  of  the  Lord.  Here's  what  happened  (7/6,  9:30  PM).

He  explains  it,  and  uses  live  record- 
ings to  illustrate  (7/20,  8  PM). 

TV  NEWS-THE  HAPPINESS  BOYS:  We  take  a  look  at  TV's  new  sugar-coated  news  format,  using  the  lo- 
cal TV  broadcasters  as  evidence  (7/25 ,  8  PM ). 

MYSTERY  TRAIN-BART:  A  look  down  the  track  to  see  who  benefits  and  who  will  not  when  rapid  tran- 
sit starts  rolling  in  the  Bay  Area  (7/26,  9  PM).

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Program  Notes 


While  lots  of  our  energies  this  month  are 
aimed  at  the  Democrats  in  Miami  Beach,  we 
haven't  stopped  doing  other  things.  Sprinkled 
generously  throughout  our  broadcast  schedule  are 
lots  of  local  documentaries  about  subjects  as  di- 
verse as  Street  People  and  the  Bay  Area  Rapid 
Transit  District,  music  from  many  traditions  (and 
again  much  of  it  live  performances  that  we've  re- 
corded especially  for  broadcast),  poetry  readings, 
and  even  radio  drama. 

Some  of  the  things  to  keep  your  ears  open 
for  are  among  our  Special  Reports: 

Tracy  Johnston's  assessment  of  how  radical 
electoral  politics  is  working  in  Berkeley.  (The  City 
Council  has  three  radicals  on  it.  Tracy,  who  covers 
the  Council  for  us,  talked  with  them  and  the  other 
members  about  what  has,  and  hasn't  happened.) 
It'll  be  broadcast  at  9  PM  July  5.  The  next  night 
at  8,  Sonia  Maya  introduces  you  to  some  of  the 
people  who  make  the  life  of  a  Berkeley  City  Coun- 
cil person  (at  the  least)  different,  in  her  documen- 
tary about  Street  People.  Through  interviews  she'll 
help  you  hear  their  ideas,  hassles  and  viewpoint. 
These  two  programs  are  at  the  heart  of  what  we 
try  to  do:  let  people,  by  means  of  the  craft  of  a  ra- 
dio producer,  get  into  your  consciousness  so  that 
you  can  understand  them  better,  and  hopefully 
get  a  clearer  view  of  their  problems.  These  two 
programs  are  about  Berkeley,  but  they're  far  from 
Berkeleybound,  to  invent  a  fancy  word  for  paroch- 
ial. They're  relevant  to  all  of  us  because  radical 
politics  and  alternate  lifestyles  are  all  around,  and 
frequently  reduced  to  cliche.  Listen  to  these  and 
then  make  up  your  own  mind. 

A  program  about  the  Jesus  People  who  de- 
scended (pardon  the  pun)  upon  Berkeley  last 
month.  Again,  they  do  most  of  the  talking  (July  6, 

8  PM).  Other  important  documentaries  are  a  hard, 
critical  look  at  TV  newscasts  and  whether  they've 
become  more  show  business  than  information.  Do- 
ing the  looking  are  Joe  Belden,  KPFA's  news  di- 
rector, and  our  resident  media  critic,  Alan  Farley 
(July  25,8  PM). 

Bill  Northwood  casts  his  eye  down  the  track 
of  the  tunnel,  and  as  you  might  expect,  it  turns 
out  that  BART  isn't  in  the  transit  business  just  to 
serve  you  and  me.  He  tells  the  tale  July  26  at 

9  PM.  And  another  transit  note:  we'll  give  you  the 
inside  story  about  hitch-hiking.  Who  does,  who 
doesn't  and  what  happens.  A  look  at  the  peoples 
transit.  July  10  at  9:30. 


From  the  Music  Department,  another  in 
G.S.  Sachdev's  concert/explanations  of  Indian  mu- 
sic, this  month,  singing.  It's  July  20,  at  8.  We  are 
also  continuing  with  our  two  super  series:  The 
Cabrillo  Festival  retrospective,  Wednesdays  at  8 
PM,  and  the  Free  Music  Store,  Mondays  at  8.  Also, 
you  should  take  another  look  at  the  listings  for 
our  afternoon  music  program,  called  Afternoon 
Music  (an  aptly-named  program,  no?).  It's  quite 
varied,  and  includes  Western  classical,  Eastern, 
jazz,  opera,  some  music  history,  African  and  Black 
music.  The  unifying  thread  is  that  it's  all  music, 
and  all  presented  in  a  way  that  tells  you  some- 
thing about  it,  and  then  lets  you  hear  things  which 
might  be  new  to  you.  Some  of  it  might  not  be  for 
you,  but  likely  most  of  it  is.  Afternoons  (Monday 
through  Friday)  at  3. 

From  Drama  and  Literature,  a  new  series. 
Writers  Radio  (alternate  Tuesdays  at  8,  which 
means  this  month  on  the  18th).  It's  a  chance  for 
Bay  Area  writers  to  read  their  own  work  on  our 
air,  and  this  month  it  features  the  Bolinas  artists 
community.  One  of  our  most  special  programs  in 
July  is  also  from  D&L.  It's  an  adaptation  of  Dal- 
ton  Trumbo's  Johnny  Got  His  Gun,  a  powerful 
anti-war  story  and  film  now  produced  for  radio. 
It's  strong  stuff,  and  you  can  hear  it  July  27  at 
8:30.  Also,  a  talk  by  B.F.  Skinner,  delivered  when 
he  received  the  Humanist  of  the  Year  award  (July 
31,9:15  PM). 

Plus,  a  few  specials.  First,  a  live  broadcast 
July  2  from  San  Jose,  where  a  seven-hour  benefit 
for  the  Farm  Workers  is  scheduled.  It  includes  mu- 
sic (Malo,  Luis  Gasca)  poetry,  theatre  (Teatro  los 
Topos)  and  talk  from  Farm  Workers.  Two  days 
later  (the  Fabulous  Fourth)  we  cancel  most  of  our 
regular  schedule  to  bring  you  a  really  big  day: 
live-on-tape  music,  a  program  about  how  WBAI 
(Pacifica  New  York)  got  in  trouble  for  not  playing 
cozy  with  the  police,  a  sports  event  (what  else  for 
a  midafternoon  at  the  cookout),  a  special  about 
patriotism,  and  an  expose  about  the  National  An- 
them. And  then,  a  bit  later  in  the  month,  our 
third  special:  the  Midsummer  Marathon.  Listen  as 
we  strive  to  beat  the  bill  collectors  from  the  door, 
live  and  in  stereo.  (Seriously,  folks.  This  kind  of 
radio-the  things  we've  been  talking  about  for  the 
past  800  words— isn't  on  any  other  station.  And  as 
a  subscriber  you  know  why.  Because  of  you.  So 
pardon  our  defecit  as  we  try  to  get  others  to  help 
us  out.)

Convention 
Coverage 


Pacifica  is  going  to  Miami  to  broadcast  reports  on 
the  political  conventions  unlike  any  other  sta- 
tion's. Listener's  may  remember  KPFA's  Arm- 
strong-award winning  reportage  of  the  1968  Chi- 
cago convention.  This  year,  if  the  electoral  process 
is  working  better  than  in  1968,  the  focus  will  be 
on  the  convention  hall  rather  than  the  streets. 
Either  way  there  are  fascinating  stories  that  Paci- 
fica's reporters  will  broadcast  in  a  way  the  net- 
works won't. 


We're  bringing  seventeen  experienced  reporters 
from  the  four  Pacifica  stations.  It's  a  huge  number 
for  us,  although  a  small  one  for  the  networks.  But 
our  people  won't  be  spending  their  time  following 
Muriel  Humphrey  or  vying  with  the  latest  CBS  del- 
egate projection  for  Nebraska.  They'll  be  re- 
porting. 

Here's  the  schedule.  Our  pre-convention  reports 
begin  Monday,  July  3  and  will  be  heard  mornings 
at  10  and  evenings  at  7,  every  day  until  opening 
day  of  the  Convention,  July  10.  (The  reports  Fri- 
day, Saturday,  and  Sunday  will  come  to  you  direct 
from  Miami.)  Starting  Monday,  July  10,  through 
the  four  days  of  the  Convention,  we'll  be  on  the 
air  live  from  Miami  at  10  a.m.  and  again  at  6  p.m. 
(The  news  will  be  heard  after  the  evening  report, 
at  8  p.m.)  Then  at  10:30  p.m.,  we'll  have  a  re-cap 
of  the  days  events  for  those  who  may  have  missed 
some  of  our  coverage. 


Once  the  Convention  gets  underway,  each  day's 
sessions  begin  at  4  p.m.  We  begin  our  coverage 
at  6  p.m.  We  go  as  long  or  as  short  as  we  need  to, 
and  we'll  cut  away  from  the  floor  to  investigative 
reports  when  the  floor  gets  boring.  Pacifica's  re- 
ports should  be  comprehensive  as  well  as  alterna- 
tive. But  if  you're  a  convention  nut,  start  with 
the  networks  at  4,  and  remember  to  turn  on  KPFA 
at  6.  Bill  Schechner  will  anchor. 


We  also  will  broadcast  a  10  a.m.  report,  for  a  more 
careful  look  at  the  backstage  happenings,  the 
street  happenings,  as  well  as  a  summary  of  the 
previous  evening's  session.  There  also  may  be  over- 
flow afternoon  floor  sessions,  which  we'll  carry. 
Our  Washington  Bureau  Chief  Danice  Bordett  is 
the  anchor. 


Our  reports  are  open-ended.  They  are  planned  for 
approximately  one  hour  in  the  afternoon,  and  two 
in  the  evening,  but  we  will  expand  that  as  neces- 
sary. 

This  is  the  biggest  coordinated  live  coverage  ever 
attempted  by  Pacifica.  It  is  costing  us  (you)  close 
to  $30,000.  We  think  it  will  be  worth  it.

If  we  should  reach  $15,000  before  mid- 
night on  the  17th,  we'll  revert  to  the  Finest  pro- 
gramming we  can  do,  throwing  in  a  seven-day  pit- 
ching moratorium,  to  boot. 
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Aside  from  the  Marathon,  there's  another 
important  goal  in  front  of  us,  a  July-August  reach 
for  1 ,000  new  subscribers.  The  Marathon  should 
do  a  lot  to  help  us  get  there,  but,  clearly,  it  won't 
take  us  all  the  way.
